Five Lives Believed Lost

Balk Japanese Thrusts

back country which the Japanese 
apparently counted out of the war 
when they sent their fast spearheads 
dashing north to Lashio, Mandalay, 
and the Burma Road. 
Today's official Chinese bulletin 
acknowledged for the first time that

Will Aid in Production 
He was ready, he added, to make 
his method available to any pro­ 
ducer designated by the 
govern­ 
ment for the duration of the war 
provided only that his basic rights 
after the war were protected. 
His product is not, he em phasiz­ 
ed a synthetic rubber but has physi­ 
cal properties akin to crude rub­ 
ber while differing from it in chemi­ 
cal properties. 
Furthermore,

plants for mass production of the 
product could be constructed; quick­ 
ly and would require very little of 
the critical war materials of which 
there is a shortage, Tile product it­ 
self. he said, could
